Two Kinds of Sanctification I 
Afraid of.

There are two kinds 
fication that I am afraid of. One is 
when people get so sanctified that it 
makes no difference what they do. 
They can kill, steal, commit adultery 
or anything else and it does not have 
anything to do with their salvation. 
I used to have this kind, but, praise 
God for showing me that to be sancti- 
fied I had to live a clean life. The 
other is for people to get so sancti- 
fied that they are not tempted to 
sin, they could not do wrong if they 
were to try. 

These two classes of people do not 
read the admonition of Paul in 1 Cor. 
10:12,13, “Wherefore let him that 
thinketh he standeth take heed lest 
he fall. There hath no temptation 
taken ydu but such as is common to 
man: but God is faithful, who will 
not suffer you to be tempted above 
that ye are able; but will with the 
temptation also make a way to es- 
cape, that ye may be able to bear it.” 

The two classes above do not read 
these Scriptures for they are safe, no 
difference what comes or goes. “But 
every man is tempted, when he is 
drawn away of his own lust, and en- 
ticed. Then when lust hath cqnceived, 
it bringeth forth sin: and sin, when 
it is finished, bringeth forth death.” 
James 1:14,15. 

“Jesus answered them, Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, Whosoever 
committeth sin is the servant of sin.” 
Paul in Rom. 6:23, said, “For the wa- 
ges of sin is death.” I cannot fiad 
any Scripture to justify.me in sin. 

Some one asks about Rom. 7:25, 
where Paul said he served the law of 
sin in the flesh. By examining the 
first verse of the same chapter, you 
will see that he was writing to them 
that knew the law. We learn he was 
teaching the nature of the law, in 
other words, he was explaining to 
them the holiness under the law. In 
the twelfth verse, he said that the law 
is holy ard the commandment holy 
and just and good. 

In 1 Tim. 1:8, Paul said, “But we 
know that the law is good, if a man 
use it lawfully.” And in the seventh 
verse, He said, “Desiring to be 
teachers of the law; understanding 
neither what they say, nor whereof 
they affirm.” 

In Gal. 2:21, Paul said, “ror if 
righteousness come by the law, then 
Christ is dead in vain.” In Gal. 4:21, 
“Tell me, ye that desire to be under 
the law, do ye not hear the law?” And 
in Gal. 5:4, “Whosoever of you are 
justified by the law; ye are fallen 
from grace.” We learn from these 
Scriptures that the seventh chapter 
of Romans is an experience under 
law and Paul says we are not under 
law but under grace. 

Let us notice the experience under 
grace and see what Paul says about 
sin in the flesh. “For they that are 
after the flesh do mind the things of 
the flesh. For if ye live after the flesh, 
ye shall die.” Rom. 8:5,13. In Gal. 5: 
19-21, he names the seventeen evils 
of the flesh and said that they who 
do such things shall not inherit the 
kingdom of God. In Gal. 6:8, “For he 
that soweth to his flesh shall of the 
flesh rea, corruption.” I have not 
found any Scriptures yet to justify 
me in sin. 


Now a few thoughts on what I un- 
derstand to be Bible sanctification. 
Jesus said in John 17:17, when He 
was praying for believers, “Sanctify 
them through thy truth: thy word is 
truth.” Paul in Heb. 13:12, “Where- 
fore Jesus also, that he might sanctify 
the people with his own blood, suf- 
fered without the gate.” 

“That I should be the minister of 
Jesug Christ to the Gentiles, minister- 
ing the gospel of God, that the offer 
ing up of the Gentiles might be ac- 
ceptable being sanctified by the Ho- 
ly Ghost.” Rom. 15:16. And in Acts 
26:18, Paul said, “that they may re- 
ceive forgiveness of sins, amd _ in- 
heritance among them which are 
sauctified by faith that is in me.” 

“For both he that sanctifieth and 
they who are sanctified are all of 
one.” Heb. 2:11. “For by one offering 
he hath perfected forever them that 
are sanctified.” Heb. 10:14. This is 
enough to show me that sanctification 
is a Bible doctrine. 

Let us see some of 
sanctified life will bear. Jesus said 
a good tree bringeth’ forth good 
fruit, being sanctified through the 
truth will stop the people from 
lying. “Wherefore putting away lying, 
speak every man truth with his neigh- 
bor.” Eph. 4:25. It will stop people 
from stealing, “Let him that stole 
steal no more.” Eph. 4:28. It will 
stop people from fussing at home or 
with their neighbor. “Follow peace 
with all men, and holiness, without 
which no man shall see the Lord.” 
Heb. 12:14. It will stop men, from 
leaving their wives and wives leaving 
their husbands and going off ‘with 
others.
